It  measuro.s  1,000  by  720  feet,  at 
its  base  and  ha.s  an  altitude  of  100  feet*  Its 
base  covers  an  area  of  13.6  acres  v/hich  is 
slightly  greater  in  extent  tiian  that  of  the 
Pyramid  of  Cheops,  in  Egypt. 

At  the  foot  of  the^  trail,  leading  to,.,,t'ke 
great  mound  is.  a friendly  m.useum.  in,  Spanish 
ai’chitectural  style  containing' pleasipg  exhib- 
its of  the  handivrork  of  these  ancient  potters, 
artisans  and  farmers.
